The piiblio will be glad to know that a 

very marked iiuprovement has taken 
place in tlio facility for tho transinisaion 
of goods to British Columbia from tho 
Atlantic side, throiip;li American clmnnols. 
Wo note by tiiin steamer an arrival from 
Hamilton, Ontario, in twenty-doven days. 
For this and other improvoments, as yet 
undeveloped, the country will bo largely 
indebted to the ciTorts niado by Mr. San- 
ford, of Hamilton, and now in this city. 
There is every ro.'i.son to hope tluit all ship- 
monts from Canada on aucl after May 1st 
will be pushed over tho .American lines as 
"time freight," that through bills of lad- 
ing will be given (thus avoiding insnr- 
nnoo to San Francisco), that tho Railway 
agent at San Francisco will receive and 
forward without clmrgc, that a rebate of 
20 per cent, on preaont rates will be made, 
giving a through rate to San Francisco of 
four dollars and iifty-fivo cents for first 
class goods in addition to a saving of over 
two por cent, commission, Most of tho 
Kailway lines have already sif^nod an 
agreement submitted by Mr. Sanford to 
that otTcot, and there .secjnis no reason to 
doubt that tho others -will join. This ar- 
rangement will include sliiiiments from 
England via Canada, and it is expected 
ocean rates will bo given that will com- 
pare favorably with the Isthmus. Fassen- 
gers from Canada having an order for 
ticket per steamer to Victoria will bo al- 
lowed 250 lbs. each, personal baggago 
over the Kailway, instead of 100 lbs., as at 
present. 

Dual Reprbsewsation.— Tho bill intro- 
duced into the. Dominion House of Com- 
mons by Mr. Mills during tho present 
session, and read a second time cn tho 20th 
nit., provides for tho absolute and com- 
plete abolition of the Dual princiide. It 
provides that after tho dissolution of the 
present Parliament no person being a 
member of any Legislative Council or of 
any Legislative Assembly of any Pro- 
vince now included or hereafter included 
in the Dominion of Canada, shall be eli- 
gible as a member of tho Hou.'se of Com- 
mous; and if a member of the House of 
Commons shall accept of a seat in any 
Provincial Council or Assembly his seat 
in tho House cf Commons shall be va- 
cant and a new writ shall issue.

London, April 2.

The scene at the island was very sad.
